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Happy To Have Right 
Breast Removed Today

“Happy” 
Rockefeller, whose cancerous left breast was removed 
five weeks ago, will undergo a sim ilar operation to have 
her right breast removed today. 
Nelson Rockefeller said Sunday that doctors at Sloan- 
Kettering M em orial Hospital discovered a “ pinhead” of 
cancer in his wife’s right breast at the tim e of the first 
operation, Oct. 17. 
The vice-president designate told reportera that doc­ 
tors wanted to m ake it known then, but he insisted on 
keeping it quiet. 
“ 1 said, ‘look, you are not only responsible for her 
physical care, but for her psychological care as well.’ So 
nothing was said.” 
Rockefeller said the diseased cells found in his w ife’s 
right breast w ere not dorm ant, and Dr. Jerom e Urban, 
who supervised the first operation, at first suggested the 
problem might be taken care of by X-ray or chemical 
therapy. 
However, he said, when Mrs. Rockefeller was informed 
of the need for further treatment during a discussion with 
Dr. U rban last week, “we decided the best and the safest 
thing wold be to go through with an operation. ” 
“I assume it will be very much less than the one she had 
a few weeks ago.” he said. The previous operation in­ 
volved rem oval of the breast, 'part of the 'pectoral m uscle 
in the chest and 32 lymph nodes from the left armpit. 
Rockefeller looked pale as he described his w ife’s mood 
as *’relaxed” and “ confident.”

Nuclear Arms Agreement 
Reached With Russians

Returning Sunday night from 
the Vladivostok sum m it talks,

agreem ent 
was 
reached, 
Ford stressed 
that 
“many details rem ain to be 
worked out by our negotiators.” 
“ But ceilings on the strategic 
forces of both nations have 
been accepted,” he said. “A 
good agreem ent that will serve 
the1 
interests 
of 
the 
United 
States and the Soviet Union is 
within our g rasp.” 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said the agreement in 
principle was the breakthrough 
in nuclear arm s 'talks “that we 
have sought in recent years.” 
“We have achieved a cap on 
the arm s race if we can solve 
the 
technical 
problem s 
of 
implementing 
the 
agreement 
that was m ade here,” Kissinger 


told reporters in Vladivostok. 
“ But I believe that with good 
will that should be possible." 
Administration sources said it 
allows the Soviet Union to keep 
its advantage in numbers of 
intercontinental

m is­ 
siles but lets the United States 
keep 
its 
advantage 
in 
the 
num ber of missiles equipped 
with multiple warheads. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
was exultant. “It is one of the 
most

“ Richard 
Nixon could not achieve this in

years,

Ford 
achieved it in three months.” 
On Tuesday Ford will begin 
explaining still secret details of 
the agreement to congressional 
leaders of both parties, and he 
will brief m ore m em bers of 
Congress during the week.

Friday. 


The sources said the negotia­ 
tors talked the guerrillas into 
accepting Tunisia’s offer of a 
temporary haven to negotiate a

British airline officials said 
they had informed Tunisian 
authorities the safety of the 
crew came first but they didn’t 
care if the Tunisians attacked 
the plane and blew it up after

Air Force Base in

QUIT LINT PICKING 
It’s about time the Congress put an end to its lint picking 
and confirmed the nomination of Nelson Rockefeller to be 
V ice President of the United States. It is not good to have 
the office, vacant, and it is a primary objective of the 
Bayh constitutional amendment that the office be filled 
promptly 


We do not suggest that the Senate or the House shirk 
its duty to examine carefully the nominee or nominees for 
federal posts which require confirmation, but we do think 
the Senate has taken its duties perhaps a little too 
seriously and moved much too slowly. Presumably the 
Senate is about ready to conclude its examination of the 
candidate, and the House will have its turn There is 
reason to hope that the House will act faster. For one 
thing, the Senate has about covered the waterfront in its 
questioning, and the House will not need to cover the same 
ground. 


About the only two things that the Senate has turned 
up to question are that Mr. Rockefeller opposed the 
nomination of Senator Goldwater for President and that 
he has made some rather large gifts to friends. We can 
understand why Sen. Goldwater would not think the 
nominee’s judgment is good. So far as the gifts are con­ 
cerned. the size of them is not unseemly for a man of great 
wealth. The very fact that Nelson Rockefeller is used to 
dealing in big figures is one of the things that should 
qualify him to be Vice President Running the United 
States government does require somebody who has a 
grasp of affairs on a national and world scale 


We think the country would be lucky to get Nelson 
Rockefeller for Vice President, and that the Congress 
might to confirm him without much further delay.

PHOENIX (UPli - Grey­ 
hound buses —mostly empty — 
were 
rolling 
again 
today 
following settlement of a six- 
day strike against the nation’s 
biggest intercitv bus carrier. 
The strikers won pay raises of 
about 16 per cent over three 
years. 
Negotiators prodded by a 
federal 
m ediator 
reached 
agreement at midday Sunday. 
It will take until 'Dec. 18 for the 
16,000 strikers —represented by 
30 unions —to finish voting on 
ratification, but union leaders 
predicted a yes vote. 
Passengers trickled back to 
the Greyhound terminals, either 
unaware that the strike had 
ended or reluctant to change 
alternate plans made earlier. 


The strike threw a burden of 
thousands of unexpected pass­ 
engers onto Amtrak, the rail 
passenger agency, and Conti­ 
nental Trailways, the only other 
major nationwide bus line. 


“Business is very slow, less 
than half of what it would 
ordinarily be,” said Marcan- 
tonio 
Perales. 
Greyhound’s 
assistant Los Angeles depot 
manager. 


At the station in Phoenix, 
only blocks from where the 
settlem ent was negotiated, 
there were only three persons 
waiting for buses more than 
eight hours later, and only two 
had left on earlier buses 


Details of the contract were 
not made public, but a source 
close to the negotiations said 
the offer generally involves 
raises of 6 per cent in the first 
year, and 5 per cent in the 
second and third.

Drugs, 
pornography 
and 
Flag desecration laws require 
the immediate attention of the 
Indiana General Assembly. 
Statutes controlling all three 
have been or are in danger of 
being 
overthrown 
by 
the 
Indiana 
Suprem e 
Court. 
Grounds for all challenges have 
been vagueness and lack of 
specificity 
in 
describing 
prohibited conduct. All three 
are difficult and controversial 
subjects. 
Drug control laws have been 
revised by every session of the 
General Assembly since 1969, 
and now face further change. 
The last session, faced with a 
court decision striking down the 
state’s 1905 obscenity statute, 
was unable to reach agreement 
on a new definition. The Indiana 
Civil L iberties Union gave 
Hoosiers a 
V eteran’s Day 
present by filing a challenger to 
the 1901 Flag Desecration Act on 
November 11. 
In a recent 3 to 2 decision, the 
Indiana Supreme Court cast 
serious doubt on the validity of 
the Dangerous Drug Act, basis 
for criminal actions involving 
prescription drugs such as 
amphetamines and barbituates. 
C urrently, 
Indiana 
law 
defines a drug as dangerous if 
Federal regulations require a 
label 
stating: 
“ Caution: 
Federal 
law 
prohibits 
dispensing without a prescrip­ 
tion.’’ The high court held the 
definition is not specific enough 
to inform the public of the 
illegality of a drug, requiring an 
exhaustive search to determine 
what drugs were included. Due 
process requires specificity 
without broad and ill defined 
terms to meet standards of 
clarity. 
While other states move to 
remove criminal penalties from 
posession of small quantities 
and personal use of marijuana, 
Indiana enacted one of the 
toughest laws in the nation. 
Harsh penalties exceed those 
currently being imposed by 
courts for m anslaughter of 
armed robbery, with up to life 
for second convictions. 


Meanwhile, the FBI reports 
the 460,000 persons arrested in 
1973 on m arijuana charges 
represented almost 70 per cent 
of all drug arrests, up more than 
100.000 from the previous year. 
It is estimated the cost of these 
arrests in terms of law en­ 
forcement was between $250 to 
$600 million, with an estimated 
26 
million 
Am ericans 
oc­ 
casionally smoking the noxious 
weed 


Although use of marijuana 
has been recorded for more than 
4.000 years, it took the modern 
generation to bring the use into 
epidemic proportions. Since it 
was not a 
problem, little 
research has been done on the 
long-range effects During this 
century use in America was 
confined 
to 
a 
few 
jazz 
musicians, the extremely poor, 
and itinerant workers 
The 
largest patch in Marion county 
is on the site of a former WPA 
work camp. 


Meanwhile, we continue to 
disregard the most abused drug. 
About 300.000 Americans are 
addicted to heroin compared to 
about nine million the more 
dangerous drug. . .alcohol. 
There are over two million 
arrests each year for public 
drunkenness. The trend is 
changing, with abuse spreading 
to teenagers and women. 
The National Mental Health 
institute estimates that only one 
in five or six alcoholics was a 
woman back in 1950, with the 
ratio now equa1 
Indiana University conducted 
a recent survey showing tnat 63 
per cent of the boys and 54 per 
cent of the girls had consumed 
alcohol in the seventh grade. It 
increased to 93 per cent of the 
boys and 87 per cent of the girls 
by the twelfth grade. Drinking 
patterns are ususally set by or 
before college age is reached. 
M e a n w h i l e , 
P u r d u e 
University scientists may have 
found a way to use a drug to 
treat alcoholism, having ad­ 
ministered it to alcoholic ad­ 
dicted rats. Medical research­ 
ers are now experiementing 
wih the 
chemical p-CPA on 
humans. 


Flag Desecration laws similar 
to Indiana's have been struck 
down 
in 
Connecticut, 
M assachusetts, W ashington, 
New York, West Virginia and 
Delaware. Indiana's may not 
survive the present challenge, 
yet few patriotic organizations 
are jumping to defend the law, 
nor to present new legislation 
meeting requirements of the 
Constitution. 


The Federal government, by 
making a postage stamp in­ 
tended to be cancelled with an 
American Flag, was among the 
first to break the law with im­ 
munity. Indiana's law makes it 
a misdemeanor, among other 
things to “advertise, or call 
attention to, or to decorate, or to 
ornament, or to mark. . an 
article 
or 
thing 
with 
a 
representation of the U. S. 
Flag.” 


Political brochures, police 
cars and uniforms, and widely 
used Flag stickers, all might be 
in violation of the present law.

Capitol 
Commentary 


G overnor O tis R. B ow en 


■ A year ago. the state adm inistra­ 
tion asked the General Assembly to 
earm ark money for long-needed 
rehabilitation and expansion of our 
state park and recreation system. 
The proposal was based on a 
thorough study of conditions at 
state recreational facilities and of 
anticipated needs. Our lawmakers 
responded by appropriating $12.7 
million to give the recreational 
system a shot in the arm. 
Since that time, the Department 
of Natural Resources and the De­ 
partm ent of A dm inistration have 
been working to translate appropri­ 
ations into construction projects. 
It isn't easy. There are complex, 
processes of bidding, contract-let­ 
ting and approvals at every stage 
of action on a state project. Our 
best intentions can get snarled up 
in delays. 
But the state agencies involved 
have put forth an extra effort to get 
action on these projects. At this 
point, virtually half of the money 
appropriated by the legislature has 
been com m itted to construction 
and design projects, By normal 
standards, it's a good showing. 
C o n stru ctio n ' h a s b eg u n on 
swim ruing pools at Spring Mill and 
Cliffy Falls sta te parks. D esign 
work is nearly com plete on the pro­ 


posed pool at Turkey Run and bids 
will go out in January. 
Renovation of cabins at Turkey 
Run is under way. It should be 
co m p leted by the o n set off the 
tourist seaso n . A much n eeded 
rehabilitation on the pavilion at 
Dunes State Park should be fin­ 
ished in March. 
M odern playground equipm ent 
already has been installed at som e 
state properties. When this project 
is com pleted 27 state recreational 
facilities will have new playground 
gear. 
P ro p o s e d d e v e lo p m e n ts at 
W yandotte Woods 1— in Harrison 
and "Crawford counties — require 
com prehensive designs and plans, 
That work is moving ahead. When 
it’s com plete, construction projects 
can com m ence. 
M ajor developm ents also are 
proposed at Harmonio State R ecre­ 
ation Area. A swimming pool con­ 
struction contract will be issued 
very so on, with com pletion ex­ 
pected in August. Work has begun 
on a 200-site family cam pground at 
Harmonio. 
There are other exam ples of the 
rate of progress in our state recre­ 
atio n m o d e rn iz a tio n p ro g ram 1. 
When com pleted, they'll add a vari­ 
ety of leisure-time opportunities for 
thousands of Hoosier citizens.

noon. 
Krogh already has served a 
prison sentence for his part in 
the 1971 break-in at the office of 
Pentagon 
Papers 
defendant 
Daniel EUsberg’s psychiatrist 
—a so-called "covert opera­ 
tion” that Nixon’s aides feared 
would come to light in the 
Watergate aftermath. 
An argument over national 
security aspects of the Water­ 
gate cover-up kept chief trial 
prosecutor Jam es F. Neal from 
completing his case Friday as 
planned. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard 
A. Gesell had ruled in advance 


of the ' plumbers” trial last 
summer that national security 
could not he' used US 
'defense' 
for the Ellsberg break-in, and 
the subject did not come up 
during the three-week trial. 
William S. Frates, Ehrlich­ 
man's 
lawyer 
in 
both 
the 
“ plum bers” 
and 
cover-up 
trials, was successful in bring­ 
ing up national security Friday. 
But Presiding Judge John J. 
Sirica, though listening to his 
argument, was equally unsym­ 
pathetic. 


“There isn t anyone above 
the law in this country and that 
includes tthe President of the 
United States,” Sirica said. 


John J. Wilson, chief defense 
lawyer for former White House 
chief of staff H R. Haldeman, 
told a reporter that the defense 
counsels had met and “de­ 
spaired” of finishing by Christ­ 
mas —the target date Sirica 
has held out for months. 


If Nixon testifies either in 
person or by deposition, this 
almost certainly would mean 
the trial would not he complet­ 
ed by Christmas.

World Cup, U.S. Third

CARACAS (UPI) - Underdog 
South Africa took the world Cup 
golf trophy home today, frus­ 
trating 
runnerup Japan 
and 
frankly embarrassing the third 
place U.S. pair of Hale Irwin 
and Lee Trevino. 
Going into the 22nd World 
Cup championship, the United 
States 
had 
won 
12 
team 
trophies and 
nine 
individual 
titles and was heavily favored 
to repeat in both categories. 
But the U. S was never in 
contention at the 6,763 -yard, 
par 70 Lagunita Country Club 
course as South Africa and 
Japan fought it out for the title 
with with bobby Cole, a 26-year- 
old 
native 
of 
Johannesburg 
playing the key role 
Cole, who has the looks and 
manner of a movie star, shot a 
a nine under par 271 total to 
take the individual trophy and 
propel South Africa to the team 
championship. 
“This is a great victory for 
my career since it is one of the 
biggest events I’ve won outside 
of .South Africa," he said. 
“Sometimes you have a lot of 
confidence when you have a 
partner 
on 
whom 
you 
can 
rely,” Cole said. "It takes off 
part of the pressure ” 
His teammate, Dale Hayes, 
shot a 72 on the final round for 
a 283 total 
The sadness and discourage­ 
ment of the U.S. was on both 
the face and in the words of 
Irwin, this year’s U.S. Open 
champion. 
“It was very disappointing, 
and somewhat embarrassing,” 
the bespectacled American said 
in the clubhouse locker room, 
“but that’s golf.” 
Irwin finished in third, place 


in individual standings with a 
total of 278. 
The dissatisfaction was even 
more evident in the usually 
lighthearted Lee Trevino, who 
admitted that this just wasn't 
his tourney. 
“1 just didn't play well all 
week,” 
the 
PGA. 
titleholder 
said. 
Trevino 
ended 
up 
with 
a 
bulging 285 total. 


Both Trevino and Irwin had 
putting problems during the 46- 
nation event, and after he shot 
a trying 73 in the final round, 
Trevino summed up his putting 
performance with one phrase. 
—’’After a while it gets on your 
nerves.” 


If the double setback was 
disappointing to the U.S. duo. it 
was heartbreaking to Japan’s 
Masashi “Jumbo' Ozaki. 


For three rounds the hard 
driving sharp putting Ozaki was 
breathing down both Cole’s and 
South Africa's necks, he went 
into the final round one stroke 
behind Cole and had Japan two 
strokes off the pace. But at the 
end of the day Ozaki and Japan 
were only runner-ups, and to 
the distraught Jum bo the final 
pairings made all the difference 
in the world. 
“I wanted to play with Bobby 
Cole 
today, 
” 
said 
the 
disheartened Ozaki, who with 
his playing partner Isao Aoki 
were paired with the U.S. for 
the final round. “Cole would 
have been a real challenge, and 
I think I could have won had I 
played with him today.”
